meant not only the actual moving of 
the plaée of residence, but the loss of 
jobs in the fcrbidden areas as well. 

To those without work. including 
many with dependents, the federal em- 
ployment agencies were open and offi- 
cials were emphatic in explanation that 
the help these agencies, in finding new 
employment for the alien enemies, 
would not be withheld. This was only 
one evidenec of the government’s anx- 
iety to treat law-abiding Germans with 
courtesy and consideration, while ap- 
plying drastic rules to detect the few 
with harmful intent. 

Mayors of eastern seaport cities to- 
day were asked’ for the co-operation of 
their police departments in the regis- 
tration of alien enemies under the pres- 
ident’s proclamation, and a few early 
replies to the department of justice in- 
dicated that the police would willingly 
undertake the task of enrolling thou- 
sands of German adult males, and so- 
liciting data on their occupations and 
habits for future reference. Along the 
Atlantic coast where danger from alien 
plotters is considered Rremteat. the reg- 
istration enterprise will be undertaken 
first, and will be followed later by 
registration in the interior. 

John Lord O'Brian, special assistant 
to the attorney general, in charge of

Burleson Is Attacked. 

In opposition to the motion to refer 
the resolution to the executive coun- 
cil Flaherty said the council already 
had considered the question for some 
time without noticeable results. The 
whole tendency of the day, he said, was 
toward government control in many 
branches of industry and public utili- 
ties and that “we should begin now to 
democratize government service.” 

“Some delegates seem to think that 
government control solves all their 
problems,” Flaherty added. “As a mat- 
ter of fact, the government can be 
harsh and unreasonable as any em- 
ployer. Postmaster General Burleson 
has invaded every right that we have 
fought for in the last quarter of a 
century.”

Former Athens Man Discovers 
Stealing Going on in Pur- 
chase of Navy Supplies. 


Extensive graft operations relative 
to supplies of food intended for men 
in the navy have been unearthed by a 
former Athens, Ga., man, Captain Al- 
bon C. Hodgson, U. S. N., in charge of 
the purchase of supplies at the Brook- 
lyn navy yards, Captain Hodgson is 
a brother of George T. Hodgson, of 
Athens, and several brothers in 
Athens. 

Six arrests have been made as the 
Tesult of an investigation, and the dis- 
trict attorney's office is working on 
additional evidence which it is believ- 
ed will involve others. It is said that 
the operations of these men have cost 


eggs and other foodstuffs before Cap- 
tain Hodgson’s suspicions led to the 
investigation. 

Goodman, Wills and Fritter, three 
of the men involved, worked the sys- 
tem in the following manner: The 
supply station, which had been moved 
from the navy yard to the city bar- 
racks in City park, was the focal paint 
of operations. Goodman and Wills ac- 
knowledged receipt of the supplies of 
food. They receipted for the entire 
amount which had been ordered from 
the contractor, but returned the great- 
er part of the foodstuffs to Fritter to 
be resold to the government. It is al- 
leged that some consignments were 
sold to the government many times 
over. 

Suspicion was aroused when Captain 
Hodgson found that he could not ac- 
count for the fact that the govern- 
ment did not have as much material 
as it should have.

Washington, November 21.— Whether 
the United States shall declare war 
against Germany’s allies promises to be 
a subject of considerable discussion at 
the next sessien of congress, said Sen- 
ator Hitchcock, ranking member of the 
foreign relations committee, upon his 
return today to Washington. In his 
opinion the question presents many 
complications and is one of extreme 
delicacy as well as importance in imme- 
diate and future developments of the 
war. 

“A declaration of war against Aus- 
tria-Hungazy,” said Senator Hitchcock, 
“might be construed as an indorsement 
of Italy’s demands upon Austria. These 
include a demand for territory which 
virtually would deprive Austria of 


every seaport—a fruitful situation for a 
future war. It is a question whether 
the United States would be willing to 
give such an indorsement.” 

Senator Hitchcock said he anticipat- 
ed that the coming session of congress 
would be a long one, and that from ob- 
servations during the recess he believed 
the public is giving wholehearted sup- 
port to the War.

Patterson, chairman of the state high- 
way commission, who urged that Geor- 
gia must wake up to the importance of 
the government’s offer of financial aid, 
or else a considerable portion of this 
aid might be lost to the state. 

Danger of Losing Fund. 

Judge Patterson informed the com- 
missioners that the remaining portion 
of Georgia’s share of the federal aid, 
$670,000, must be spent by July, 1922. 
If not. under the terms of the good 
roads act, it will be forfeited. 

Judge Patterson announced that, as 
& means of preventing the loss of any 
part of this fund, the highway com- 
mission next Wednesday will meet to 
tentatively determine all of the road 
projects to be financed by it. The 
utilization of the $670,000 of govern- 
ment money by Georgia will mean a 
total expenditure on good _ roads of 
$1,240,000, as the counties in the state 
must put up dollar for dollar for all 
government money used. 

It was for the purpose of insuring 
dollar for dollar that the convention 
went on record as favoring a special 
tax to provide state aid, as this means 
help for the weaker counties. 

The amount of the special tax was 
not incorporated in the resolution, but 
Judge Patterson suggested that a tax 
of one-half of one per cent would pro- 
vide an ample fund. 

Judge Patterson further urged im- 
mediate steps for the improvement of 
thr roads as an aid to the government 
in its war program and a resolution 
was adopted looking to that end.

MARCELLUS ANDERSON 
PASSES INTO BEYOND 


Popular Figure in Atlanta Life 
Died Early Wednesday 
Morning. 


Mafcelus M. Anderson, clerk of the 
municipal court of Atlanta, and mem- 
ber of practically every secret. order in 
the city, died at a private sanitarium 
yesterday morning at 8:15 o’clock after 
a short illness. 
~Mr. Anderson had been in apparently 
good health until one wéek ago, when 
he was confined to his home with star- 
vation-acidosis, and on Saturday was 
removed to a sanitarium, where the end 
came, ' 


The municipal court was closed yes- 
terday morning immediately upon re- 
ceipt of the news of Mr. Anderson’s 
death. It will remain closed throughout 
today. 

Atlanta loses one of her most pic- 
turesque citizens in the passing of Mr. 
Andersen. He was probably one of the 
best-known men in the city, where he 
had lived the forty-three years of his 
life. During this time he had been as- 
sociated with the Western Union Tele- 


graph company, McCord-Stewart com- 
pany, for twelve years was clerk to the 
late ordinary, John R. Wilkinson, con- 
ducted a real estate and insurance busi- 
ness, retiring from this to accept the 
position of clerk of the municipal court. 
. r. Anderson was born in Haralson 
county, Georgia, September 11, 1874, the 
son of the late W. W. Anderson. His 
education was received in the public 
schools of Atlanta, after which he en- 
tered the employ of the Western Union 
Telegraph company. By sheer energy 
and hard work Mr. Anderson, while still 
a young man, became city and traveling 
salesman for the McCord-Stewart com- 
pany, with whom he remained until 
1901, when he was elected on the ticket 
of the late John R. Wilkinson to the 
office of ordinary. He remained in 
this position until 1912, when he re- 
signed to enter the real estate and in- 
surance business with J. C. Shropshire, 
under the name of Anderson & Shrop- 
shire. 

After two years Mr. Anderson was 
forced to retire from active business 
life for a short period on account of 
failing health. When the municipal 
court was organized in 1914 he was se- 
lected for the-office of clerk, and on 
the day before his death the Fulton 
county grand jury rendered a testi- 
monial of his efficiency, when they 
highly commended him to Judge Hill, 
with other officials of the court, for 
their efficient administration of the 
duties incumbent upon the court. 

Mr. Anderson its survived by his wife, 
who before her marriage was Miss Floy 
Archer, five sons, Marcellus M., Jr., 
Malcolm, James, Russell and Robin. and 
two daughters, Theodosia and Elsie, 
and a brother, W. P. Anderson. 

Mr. Anderson was a member of the

Daring Displayed by Brit- 
ish Commented On—Hint- 
ed That the Germans Are 
Short of Ammunition. 


Washington, November 21.—Official 
Washington was deeply stirred today 
&s press bulletins began to unfold the 
scope of the smashing British victory 
on the western front. 

While army officers were cautious 
in commenting on the significance of 
the drive, in the absence of official re- 
ports offcials generally regarded this 
as the greatest blow dealt the Ger- 
mans since the war started. They were 
especially inspired by the dash and 
power displayed by Field Marshal 
Haig’s great war machine as the brief 
bulletins from the front pictured 
events from hour to hour. 

There were hints in some quarters 
of previous information indicating 
that a- shortage of ammunition con- 
tributed to the German defeat. Ac- 
cording to this view the German west- 
ern line has been stripped of ammu- 
nition reserve and men from the stra- 
tegic reserves to build up the machine 
which rolled back the Italian line. 

The German high command, it was 
said in this connection, had counted 
absolutely upon winter and French 
and British forces transferred to sup- 
port the Italian lines as making im- 
possible any major offensive on the 
western front at this time. 

Daring Shown by British. 

The daring displayed by the British 
in launching their greatest assault of 
the war without artillery preparation 
was freely commented on by officers. 
It is the first time assaults upon thor- 
oughly organized trench lines has ever 
been made except after the guns have 
blasted a way through for the infan- 
try. The use of the tanks to clear 
away barbed wire entanglements and 
presumably to batter down “pill 
boxes’ and other strong points also 
was novel procedure. The success of 
the movement probably depends whol- 
ly upon the complete surprise which 
was possible only by moving forward 
without the usual accompaniment of 
artillery fire. 

Officers here have discussed fre- 
pete in the last few months the 
possibility of restoring the element of 
surprise attack in trench operations in 
just this way. Some have thought it 
could be done, while others have held 
that without: destruction of the barbed 
wire entanglement with high explosive 
shells the infantry would be halted on 
its first rush. The use of the tanks 
soived this problem for the British. 

There was much speculation tonight 
as to the immediate motive fcr the 
attack. Officers were in agreement 
that it was designed to relieve pres- 
sure on the Italian front and probably 
also to prevent the carrying out of 
any plans the Germans might have 
had for an attack against the army 
holding the Saloniki front. On the 
face of press reports of the scope of 
the British victory they were inclined 
to believe that these results had been 
accomplished. 

Details Eagerly Awaited. 

Details as to the number of prison- 
ers and the amount of‘war material 
captured were eagerly awaited. These 
figures will furnish a means of gaug- 
ing accurately the damage inflicted on 
the enemy and also will make it clear 
whether or not a complete surprise 
was accomplished. The number of pris- 
oners and the amount of war mate- 
rial captured are ‘certain to be very 
large, in view of the extent of the 
drive, unless the Germans had already 
withdrawn a greater part of their 
equipment and most of their men, and 
there is no hint up to this time in 
German war office statements that a 
retirement had been planned. 

Some officers here were hopeful that 
the drive would have the immediate 
effect of compelling the German high 
command to abandon the Italian cam- 
paign or so reducing its force that the 
combined Italian, British and French 
armies could drive the Teutons back 
into the mountains.

Haig’s Men Pouring Thro’ 
Gap Torn in the Hinden- 
burg Line—Paths Made by 
“Tanks” Can Be Clearly 
Followed. 


British Army Headquarters in France, 
November 21.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The advance of the British 
army against the Germans was continu- 
ing this afternon. The towns of Mas- 
nieres, Marcoing, Ribecourt, Havrin- 
court, Graincourt and Flesquieres all 
were behind the Britsh advancing line, 
and the cavalry, which is co-operating 
with the tanks and rendering invalu- 
able service, was drawing in toward 
Bourlon wood, west of Cambrai. 

The British continued the attack to- 
day ,and the troops which had poured 
through the gaps torn in the Hinden- 
burg line Dy the tanks, were making 
good progress in mopping up the enemy 
territory west and southwest of Cam- 
brai. Both Havrincourt and Flesquieres 
are well in the rear of the advancing 
British, who were pushing on toward 
Cantaing at the latest reports. Marco- 
ing and Masnieres, south of Cambrai, 
had been entered and the high ground 
north of Marcoing, known as Premy 
Chappelle, had been fought over, the 
Germans being forced to withdraw. 

The Germans this morning appeared 
to have stiffened their resistance and 
were reported to be fighting with more 
determination on their last line of de- 
fense in these parts. 

The correspondent early today pass- 
ed the main Hindenburg line near Hav- 
rincourt. The paths of the tanks 
through the great masses of barbed 
wire before this line could be clearly 
followed. In many places the tanks had 
torn the obstruction away completely, 
leaving wide gaps ‘which were entire- 
ly free for the troops to pass through. 
The German trenches and dugouts were 
in a state of confusion which showed 
Plainly the haste with which the enemy 
abandoned this famous ditch. 

Little Artillery Work. 

There was very little artillery work 
on the German side in this section, and 
No Man’s Land, where one would not 
have dared to show his head yester- 
day morning, was quiet except for the 
British consolidation operations, which 
were being carried out rapidly. Roads 
are being pushed through with great 
speed to keep pace with the advance. 

The casualties of the attacking forces 
thus far have been light. Great num- 
| bers of German dead lie before the 
; main Hindenburg trench where the 
| bewildered enemy, taken unawares, 
‘made a half-hearted attempt to stem 
the onrushing Britons.

While no details of 
movement have been received, it

GERMANS CHASED 
FROM POSITION 
AFTER POSITION 


London, November 21.—The Hinden- 
burg line has been broken to a depth 
of four to five miles, the war office 
announces. British troops stormed 
the first system of the Hindeburg line 
defenses on the whole front between 
St..Quentin and the Scarpe river. From 
St. Quentin to the Scarpe is 32 miles. 

The British infantry and tanks 
pressed on and captured the second 
system of defenses, over a mile be- 
yond. 

The second system of German de- 
fenses captured by the British is 
known as the Hindenburg support line. 
The British saptarel Benavis, Lameau 
wood, Vacquerie, the defenses 
known as Welsh ridge, and Ribecourt 
village. Their operations are con- 
tinuing. Several thousand _ prisoners 
have been taken. 

The British also fought their way 
through Couillet wood. Lieutenant 
General Sir Julian Byng is in com- 
mand of the attacking army. 

The whole German line west of the 
Canal Du Nord to the Bapaume-Cam- 
brai road has been captured.. 

The towns of Havrincourt, Marcoing, 
Graincourt and Anneux, and Neuf wood 
have been captured by the British. 

The attack was begun yesterday by 
the third army. There was no artil- 
lery preparations and the Germans 
were taken completely by surprise. 

A large number of tanks moved for- 
ward in advance of the infantry when 
the attack was opened, and broke 
through the successive belts of Ger- 
man wire defenses which were of great 
depth and strength. : 

General Haig’s Report. 


The announcement follows: 

“Yesterday morning the third army, 
under command of General the Honor- 
able Sir Julian Byng, delivered a num- 
ber of attacks between St. Quentin 
and the River Scarpe. These attacks 
were carried out without previous ar- 
tillery preparation and in each case 
the enemy was completely surprised. 

“Our troops have broken into the 
enemy’s positions to a depth of be- 
tween four and five miles on a wide 
front, and have captured several thou- 
sand prisoners, with a number of guns. 
Our operations are continuing. 

“At this hour of assault on the 
principal front of attack a large num- 
ber of tanks moved forward in ad- 
vance of the infantry and broke 
through successive belts of German 
wire which were of great depth and 
strength. 

“Following through the gaps made 
by the tanks English, Scottish and 
Irish regiments swept over the enemy’s 
outposts and stormed the first defen- 
sive system of the Hindenburg line 
on the whole front. 

“Our infantry and tanks then swept 


and captured the German second sys- 


This latter is known as the 
indenburg support line. 

“In the course of this advance east 
county troops took the hamlet of Ben- 
avis and Lateau wood after stiff fight- 


ing. 

“English rifle regiments and light 
infantry captured La Vacquerie and 
the formidable defenses on the spur 
known as Welsh ridge. Other English 
county troops stormed the villages of 
Ribecourt and. fought their way 
through Coillet wood. ; 

“Highland territorial battalions 
crossed the Grand ravine and entered 
Flesquieres, where fierce fighting took 
place. The West Riding territorials 
captured Havrincourt and the German 
trench systems north of the village, 
while the Ulster battalions, covering 
the latter’s left flank, moved north- 
wards up the west bank of the Canal 
du Nord. 

“Later in the morning our advance 
was continued and rapid progress was 
made at all points. English, Scottish. 
Irish and Welsh battalions secured the 
crossings on the canal at Masnieres 
and captured Marcoing and Neuf wood. 

“The West Riding troops who had 
taken Havrincovurt made remarkable 
progress east of the Canal du Nord, 
storming the villages. of Graincourt 
and Anneux, and, with the Ulster 
troops operating to the west of the 
canal, carried the whole German line 
northward tc the Bapaume-Cambrai 
i Lancashire territorials broke 
into the enemy’s positions west of 
Epehy and Irish troops have captured 
important sections of the Hindenburg 
line between Bullecourt and Fontaine 
Les Croisilles.

Invaders Are Dashing 
‘Against ‘Italian Front 


Only to Be Repulsed 


Italians Everywhere Are 
Staunchly Holding—Heavy 
Losses Are Being Inflicted 
on Austro-Germans. 


New York, November 21.—(By the As- 
sociated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—The Italians everywhere 
are holding the Teutonic allied invaders 
along the Piave river and in the hilly 
region from the upper reaches of that 
stream to Lake Garda. Nowhere has 
the enemy been able to gain additional 
ground. On the contrary, violent at- 
tacks in the hill country have been re- 
pulsed with heavy casualties. 


Probably owing to previous ineffectu- 


al attempts to dislodge the defenders, 
the enemy has not renewed his at- 
tacks against Monte Tomba and Monte 
Monfenera, the vital points barring the 
way to an ‘invasion of the Venetian 
Plain from the north. On the coastal

GERMANS ADMIT 
BRITISH VICTORY. 


Berlin, November 21.—(Via London.) 
The French opened a strong attack on 
the Germans on a six-mile front north 
of the Aisne this afternoon, according 
to the official report from general 
headquarters tonight. The British 
were still using powerful forces against 
the Hindenburg lige in the Cambrai 
sector. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“On the battlefield southwest of 
Cambrai the British since noon have 
attacked again with strong forces. 
The fighting is proceeding. 

“This afternoon strong French ad- 
vances comménced on the front from 
Craonne to Bédrry au Bac.” 

The German report issued during the 
day reads: 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Western Front—Army Group of 
Crown Prince Rupprecht: In Flanders 
the firing revived from midday on- 
wards near Dixmude and from Hou- 
tholst wood to Becelaere, between Poel- 
capelle and Passchendaele, 
great intensity again yesterday. 

“Increased artillery fire at -several 
places in Artois was followed by ene- 
my reconnoitering thrusts which were 
repulsed. 

“Between Arras and St. Quentin a 
strong artillery battle heralded Brit- 
ish attacks, the main force of which 
was directed between the roads lead- 
ing from Bapaume and Peronne to 
Cambrai. While the main attacks 
were striving to break through our po- 
sitions in the direction of Cambrai, 
secondary attacks were launched north 
and south of the main battlefield near 
Riencourt and Vendhuille, having lim- 
ited local objects. Between Fontaine 
Les Croisilles and Riencaurt the enemy 
was not ble to advance beyond our 
foremost line. 

“On the main field of attack the ene- 
my succeeded, under protection of 
numerous cars, in gaining’ ground. 
Our reserves arrested the thrust in the 
rear positions, villages situated in the 
fighting zone, among them Graincourt 
and Harcoing, remained in possession 
of the enemy. Fortions of the perma- 
nently established materials in the po- 
sitions were lost. South of Vendhuille 
the attack of a British brigade col- 
lapsed with heavy logses. 

“Near the south of St. Quentin the 
battle of artillery and mine throwers 
was increased at times. An attack by 
the French in the evening north of 
Aliancourt was repulsed. Heavy firing 
in the fighting areas continued until 
midnight and then diminished. This 
morning it was again begun with great 
intensity near Graincourt. 

“army Group of the German Crown 
Prince: There was increased fighting 
activity northeast of Pinon and east of 
Craonne. On the eastern bank of the 
Meuse after the repulse of a French 
advance at Chaume wood in the morn- 
ing hours, the firing was not again 
revived throughout the day.” 


FRENCH GAIN 
NEAR CRAONNE. 


The French troops today attacked in 
the region to the north of Craonne and 
Berry au Bac on a front of about two- 
thirds of a mile and penetrated the 
German positions to an average depth 
of about 400 yards, capturing strong 
defenses and taking 175 German pris- 


Foners, according to the French official 


communication issued this evening. 

“West of the Miette river we attack- 
ed today at about 2 o’clock on the sa- 
lient of the German line to the south 
of Juvincourt. On a front of about 
one Kilometer and at an average depth 
of 106 meters our troops reached all 
their objectives and captured strong 
enemy defenses. 7 

“In the course of the operation we 
took 175 prisoners. 

“Between the Miette and the Ailette 
rivers our patrols brought about 40 
prisoners. .

with great violence, centering on the 
slopes of the Monfenera. Enemy 
masses alternate fierce artillery attacks 
and infantry assaults, which have been 
repulsed by the Italian troops. 

The battie is taking a wide range and 
gradually concentrating ee main 
fronts. It is not a question gaining 
or losing kilometers, but it is a gigantic 
battle in which Italy’s part in the war, 
with its resulting effect on the allies, 
is largely at stake. 

The Austro-German offensive, which 
began three weeks ago, has not dimin- 
ished, but is steadily intensifying. 
Frontal attacks thus far have failed on 
the Piave and the northern Asiago 
plain. This compels the enemy to at- 
tempt,to make a breach by one of the 
Italian flanks, as the only resort after 
the checking of the frontal attacks. 
This explains the gradual shifting of 
the front to three main  divisions— 
first, along the Piave; second, from the 
Piave to the Brenta; third, from “the 
Brenta across the Asiago plateau. 

The enemy’s advance on the Piave 
and the menace to Venice is fairly well 
checked after the bloody repulses of the 
last few days, but the Austrians and 
Germans are still on the east bank of 
the river with formidable forces press- 
ing against this narrow stream. 

Conditions Continue Grave. 

At the other; end of the line, behind 
Asiago, the Italians have made a splen- 
did resistance and the enemy attack 
has been worn down after he had suf- 
fered losses estimated at a good part of 
three divisions. But in the central sec- 
tion between the Piave and the Brenta 
rivers his attacks since Sunday are 
being steadily augmented and it is in 
this portion of the line that the condi- 
tions continue grave. 

The Italian positions which General 
Diaz announced as abandoned are north- 
west of Quero, on the Upper Piave, and 
the front now runs south of Quero. It 
is along this line, where the mountains 
meet the plains and the river valleys, 
that the greatest effort is now being

ment and authorities of DeKalb county. 

It will be recalled that the war de- 
partment officially declined the _ set 
of specifications recommended by Ma- 
jor Pease in regard to the road's con- 
struction and insisted on building a 
27-foot road instead of the 34-foot high- 
Way recommended by the construction 
quartcrmaster. It was stated by Com- 
missioner Freeman that his county 
would be unable to appropriate funds 
for the construction of a roadway, and 
the conference was called for the pur- 
pose of attempting an arbitration in the 
matter.

Twenty-Ninth Annual Meet 


Will Take Place at Nash- Proposed to Stage the Game 


Ban Johnson Claims Stand- 
ard of Game Will Be De- 
stroyed Unless the Players 
Escape Service in Army. 


Chicago, November 21.—Exemption 
for 288 baseball players—eighteen from 
each of the sixteen clubs of the Ameri- 
can and National leagues—will be ask- 
ed of the overnment, it was announc- 
ed tonight by President Johnson, of 
the American league, who declared 
that the high standard of the game 
would be destroyed if the players were 
indiscriminately drafted for military 
service. 

President Johnson said the American 
league would willingly sacrifice the 
remaining players on its roster if the 
clubs were permitted to retain eight- 
een selected men. As the player limit 
was twenty-five last season, seven men 
from each club would be available for 
military duty. 

“Neither the American nor National 
leagues could hope to keep up the 
usual high standard of the game if 
some of the clubs were riddled through 
the draft and other teams, composed 
of older and perhaps married men, 
were untouched,” Johnson said. “Base- 
ball is eager to do its part, but we 
would like to be assured of players of 
quality on every club. Otherwise the 
pennant race would be very one-sided. 

“Take, for instance, the champion- 
ship Chicago club, practically every 
member of the team called in the first 
draft was exempted because of depen- 
-dency. The team probably will be in- 
tact mext season.” 

The American league executive 
pointed out, however, that some of the 
other clubs, principally Cleveland, 
Philadelphia and Boston, have been se- 
riously hit. The Cleveland club, ac- 
cording to latest reports, has lost ten 
men in the draft and Philadelphia 
stands to lose six. Three or four mem- 
bers of the Boston club, including Man- 


ager Jack Barry, are in the navy. 
President Johnson’s announcement is 
taken to mean that the league, if the 
desired players are exempted, will at- 
temp to go through the season with 


only eighteen men to each club, exclu- 
sive of a manager. 

The club owners will meet here on 
December 12 to consider a schedule 
and adopt a war policy. President 
Johnson warned that entrenchment 
would be necessary, as baseball, he 
said, faces a desperate situation. He 
said the two major leagues and: pos- 
sibly two or three of the larger minor 
leagues would be the only organiza- 
tions to take the field next season. 

The American league executive 
Stated positively that the league would 
play a 140-game schedule next season, 
instead of the usual 154. The season 
probably will open about May 1, three 
weeks later than usual. 

NO EXEMPTION 
FOR THE PLAYERS. 

While nadofficial comment was to be 
had tonight on the proposal to ask ex- 
emption from the national army for 288 
baseball players @@ the National and 
American leagues, there was nothing 
to indicate that officials would be 
swerved from their previously §  an- 
nounced position that the classifica- 
tions in the questionaire, already made 
public, would not be altered in any 
way 

Officials have stated emphatically 
that no exemptions of workmen as a 
class, except shipyard employees, would 
be made. The classifications 
questionnaire are arranged with rela- 
tion to the value of each individual 
registrant to the nation in the con- 
duct of the war and of his dependents. 
Baseball players with dependents thus 
might be enrolled in classes €mong the 
last to be called, but those without 
dependents and not engaged in busi- 
ness necessary to the conduct of the 
war, it was pointed out, would be la- 
ble to classification in the first class, 
and thus would be among. the first 
subject to call.

_ MEMBERSHIP DRIVE 


- Southern Division to Secure 


Half Million Members in| 


Christmas Week—Confer- 
ence Adjourns. 


Sets 


Announcement of plans for the great 
drive of the Red Cross for a new 
membership of 500,000 people in the 
Southern division between December 
17 and 25 were made yesterday after- 
noon at a meeting of Red Cross mana- 
gers for the different districts through- 
outethe southern division. 

Simultaneously with the drive in the 
Carolinas, Georgia and Florida for the 
new members, a campaign for a 10,- 
600,000 membership throughout the 
United States will go into effect. Hen- 
ry P. Davison, chairman of the war 
“council of the Red Cross, and the man 
whose genius made possible the great 
organization, said that service which 
_is demanded of all members, is the 
keynote of the war. 

At the morning meeting Madame 
Joseph Lustrat, the well-known French 
patriot, told members of the Red 
Cross society something of the appre- 
ciation French people feel towards the 
organization that has done so much 
to lighten the burden of war. Madame 
Lustrat’s address was received with a 
‘storm of applause. 

., At the afternoon meeting Chairman 
’ Davison told his audience that the 
membership of the Red Cross had 
Zrown in five months from 200,000 to 
five million. The new drive is ex- 
pected to be productive of far more 
than the desired 10,000,000 members. 
The membership fee amounts to $1 and 
will therefore add many millions dol- 
lars to the treasury of the Red Cross. 
Afternoon Session. 

The general session meeting of the 
afternoon was held at the Piedmont 
hotel and was attended by all dele- 
gates. Reports of the activities of the 
various chapters in hundreds of towns 
throughout the division were heard 
and plans for the new campaign were 
explained in detail. 

The executive committee of the 
campaign for the United States in gen- 
eral is headed by Henry Van Dyck, 
the famous novelist, and is composed 
of Ban Johnson, head of the American 
baseball league; Colone] Henry Wat- 
terson, editor of The Louisville Cou- 
rier-Journal; Cardinal Gibbons, Walter 
Lawrence and Dr. H. N. McCracken, 
president of Vassar college, Ameri- 
ca’s most famous school for women. 

On the local committee, headed by 
Dr. Guy E. Snavely, are Dr. Charles T. 
Paxon, Josiah Morse, W. L. Shields and 
William J. Milner, Jr. 

In anrouncing the plans of the Red 
Cross for the new members it was 
stated that although the membership 
of the organization today is predomi- 
nately women, a large part of the new 
membership is expected to be of the 
other sex. 

Held four Conferences. 

During the afternoon four 
ences were held. The first was the 
general sessions for questions and re- 
ports, at which the plans for the new 
drive were discussed. Sectional con- 
ference No. 4 was conducted at the Y. 
M. C. A. by Mrs. John W. Grant, sec- 
tional conference No. 5 was for the 
purpose of reading a report by the 
chief accountant of the Red Cross as 
to the disposition of the funds used by 
the local division, and was held at the 
Zu me. A. Sectional conference No. 
6 proved the big conference of the day 
and was held at the Piedmont hotel. 
This conference was attended by sev- 
eral hundred members of the Red 
Cross and by many delegates from va- 
rious towns and cities throughout the 
southern division of Red Cross activ- 
ities. 

Conducted by Willis J. Milner, gen- 
eral publicity expert for the southern 
division, this sectional conference 
proved most successful and enthusias- 
tic. Here the pithy part of the new 
project was unfolded for the delegates 
and every detail of the great drive was 
arranged for the four states repre- 
resented ifn this division. 

Morning Session. 


The Red Cross resumed its confer- 
ence, which began Monday with an 
afternoon meeting. On Wednesday at 
9:30 o’clock when the convention as- 
sembled in sections. The following 
phases of work were considered and ad- 
dresses on the various subpects of im- 
port to Red Cross workers were heard: 

Sectional conference No, 1 met at 
the Y. M. ©.

RADICALS SEND WIRE 


TO GERMAN SOCIALISTS. 

Copenhagen, November 21.—Com- 
munications have been established be- 
tween the Russian Bolsheviki and the 
German moderate socialists. The tele- 
gram from the Bolsheviki committee 
at Stockholm, which was to have been 
one of the features of the great so- 
cialist mass meeting, addressed by 
Philipp Scheidemann, the German so- 
cialist leader, at Dresden, on Sunday, 
arrived too late to be read. 

The Bolsheviki greeting, however, 
was scarcely all that the heidemann 
socialists desired. It declared that a 
long, hard fight was ahead before the 
great forces of capital created inside 
and outside of Russia could be forced 
to accept the desired basis of peace 
and it called upon the German socialists 
to follow the Russian example and to 
join in a mass action of the interna- 
tional poletariat. The Bolsheviki com- 
mittee spoke of receiving assurances 
of energetic support from the socialist 
parties and organizations in France as 
well as in Austria-Hungary and Ger- 
many, but The Vorwaerts eays jit feels 
compelled to doubt the statemént re- 
garding the French socialists. 

A majority of the German socialists 
have over and over again showed that 
they have no intention of departing 
from their attitude of supporting the 
government and of doing their duty as 
loyal Germans in the war. 

The demonstrations of the socialist 
radicals in Germany, who far from 
adopting the Bolsheviki program, are 
in active and violent opposition, were 
broken up by the police on Sunday. It 
is tmpossible to tell how important the 
demonstrations were as the Berlin 
newspapers were forbidden to refer in 
any way to the incident, the Monday 
morning and Monday afternoon edi- 
tions being restricted to a brief official 
paragraph.
